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THE SILVER ADVASCE.

The price of silver bullion is ad-

vancing in New "York City The
immediate cause of this is the pur-
chase of silver by the French, syn-

dicates, two of which are said to
be buying the metal for specula-
tive purpose.".

It is generally conceded that
Congress will pass a free coinage
bill, and tLere is a strong proba-
bility that such a measure will
have sufficient support in toth
Houses to pats it over the
President's vetoe. However that
may be silver is certain to advance
in price in the near future and
there is no safer or better
ment today for capital than silver
bars.

It is evident that there is not
gold enough in the world to supply
the demand for money audit is in-

timated that there is a scarcity of
silvei as well as gold in Europe.
Every silver dollar and bar of bul-io- n

in the United States Treasury
vaults is represented in currency
of the country by silver certifi-

cates, yet the demand for more
money is increasing.

The surplus has vanished from
the treasury and the extention of

" time for redemption of bonds by
the Government lends to make
money scarcer. This emphasizes
the demand of the masses of the
people for free coinage, and, as a
consequence, enhances the mar-

ket value of silver bullion.
The people of. Nevada, mer-

chants and farmers as well as
miners, now look to free coinage
as the only immediate remedy for
dull times. An advance of twenty-f-

ive or thirty cents an ounce in
the price of the metal will revivify
the State. It will create a de-

mand for mines, give employment
to thousands and increase the rev-

enue fifty per cent, within a year.

Raisin? Snow Plants.
The Truckee Republican says Mr.

S. P. Johnson is enthusiastic on the
subject of botany and floricuture.
For years he has made a study of
the snow plant,that beautiful speci-
men of plant life found only in the
Sierras. His work has been
in the direction of endeavoring
to propagate them, a task here-

tofore considered impossible. After
many failures he succeeded in be-

ing able to reproduce them to a
great extent. The plant is repro-
duced in the manner of mush-

rooms, and one must have peculiar
conditions to successfully raise
them. Mr. Johnson succeeded in
raising a lare bed of them in Plu-
mas last year, but being away from
the lines of commerce, he found
no profit in the undertaking. This
year he came to Truckee and after
hunting around found a desirab'.e
location about three and a half
miles from town in the thick woods
where the snow fall 3a heavy. As
Boon as the snow was off the
ground he prepared about an acre
of rich soil and started a enow

plant bed. The red tips of the
plants are now pushiDg themselves
through the ground and in about
another week he will commence

supplying the market. He has
orders from Ban Francisco florists
to take all of this year's crop at
good figures and expects to make

8500 this year.
